¡Extinct Deer Isn’t 


The dead have come to life— 
or, at any rate, a species of Am er­ 
ican wildlife long thought extinct 
1 has recently proved very much 
otherwise. 
Since the turn of the century 
j the Pacific w hite-tailed deer has 
been relegated to the extinct, re­ 
cently, however, an entire herd 
of them has been discovered on a 
small island near the mouth of 
the Columbia River. 
The Pacific w hite-tail, a second 


cousin to the common Virginia 
white-tailed deer, is the only P a­ 
cific representative of the white- 
tail tribe. 
Aroused by rumors of a pecul­ 
iar “cotton tail” deer being shot 
in the lower reaches of the Co­ 
lumbia, game officials investiga­ 
ted. An extensive survey by the 
Oregon State Game 
Commission 
and the U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service disclosed nearly 500 
of 
this species that was thought to 
have joined the Labrador duck, 
great Auk, passenger pigeon and 
other vanished forms of Aemri- 
can wildlife. 
With the discovery came the 
problem of how to keep the small 
num ber from really becoming ex­ 
tinct. The land upon which the 
rem nant herd has been discovered 
is extrem ely rich soil. Heretofore 
it has been too inaccessible to be 
properly cultivated. 
Now, 
new 
roads have opened and agriculture 
is fast taking over the entire hab­ 
itat of the rem aining Pacific white 
tails. 
Twenty years ago the land upon 
which this rem nant herd was dis­ 
covered could have 
been 
pur­ 
chased for a song and converted 
into a refuge. But not now. 
Crowded from the lands where 
they have thrived without inter- 
ferrence from man, the deer are 
again threatened with exterm in­ 
ation. 
Wildlife technicians believe the 
deer must be 
live-trapped 
and 
transported to refuges where close 
watch may be kept. There is yet 
another problem connected 
with 
preserving the herd. Throughout 
the higher lands, in which the 
Pacific white-tails might 
thrive, 
the land is occupied by the black­ 
tailed deer—a 
sturdier 
species 
with which the white-tails cannot 
successfully compete. That limits 
the possible area in which game 
officials can purchase land to be 
used as a refuge. 
While game officials are busy 
scouting for a suitable refuge site 
and experimenting with live-trap- 
ping 
methods, 
conservationists 
throughout the country are root­ 
ing for an outcome favorable to 
the deer.

Mole Control 
Explained 


Benton.—When spring 
begins, 
so does the mole in the opinion of 
many gardeners and farm ers 
in 
Scott County.

ular belief the mole is not dormant 
in winter, but uses the old runs 
when the ground is not in condi­ 
tion for easy working. 
Because 
of the damage to lawns and seed 
beds moles are destructive pests 
even though the m ajority of their 
diet is composed of insects. 
Mole control is difficult, but one 
who is patient, persevering 
and 
somewhat skillful can 
catch 
or 
destroy them in a number of ways, 
trapping is the most 
universally 
applicable and satisfactory, coun­ 
ty agent Leon M. Lane reports. 
Locate a tunnel that is

used as a passage way, remember­ 
ing that most of the surface run­ 
ways are made for the prim ary 
purpose of finding food.

Under such conditions 
the unsuspecting mole cannot de­ 
tect the presence of the trap, and 
in pushing into the dirt obstruc­ 
tion it either lifts the trigger pan 
or pushes the dirt against the hid­ 
den trigger arm and thus releases 
the trap spring.

The first tool a Defense Garden 
m aker has need of in the spring is 
a spade and the first operation 
after the ground is dry enough to 
work is to spade the garden. 
This task may seem appalling to 
one unaccustomed to it, and the 
temptation to hire a man with a 
plow is always strong. And many 
a garden fever has grown cold 
waiting for the plowman to keep 
his promise, while many a garden 
has been a failure 
because 
the 
work intrusted to the plowman or 
a laborer was poorly done. 
Spading the garden after a w in­ 
ter of inactivity means sore mus­ 
cles and a weary back, but noth­ 
ing more. 
And w hat a satisfac­ 
tion to start on time and be inde­ 
pendent. 
Good tools are always im port­ 
ant for this job. 
One 
needs 
a 
spading fork strongly 
made, 
a 
sharp, shorthandled spade and a 
steel rake. 
It is best to work in 
an avenue about six feet wide. 
Begin by digging across 
this 
avenue a trench about two feet 
wide and one full spade’s depth. 
Remove all the earth from 
this 
trench. 
Clean the surface of the 
next two feet of all debris and 
tram p this debris down in 
the 
bottom of the trench. Then spade 
up and throw into the trench the 
earth from the next two foot strip 
across the avenue. This in turn 
provides a second trench, which 
may be filled as was the first. This 
operation is repeated until 
the 
garden is finished. 
Burying debris, including 
the 
rem nants of last year’s crops, is 
said by departm ent of agriculture 
experts to be as good as burning 
is for destroying 
the 
fungi 
of 
plant diseases. 
But the method 
here described must be followed 
with exactness and the debris be 
buried deeply, so it will not be 
turned up in cultivation, but will 
remain undisturbed until decay is 
complete.
